DESCRIPTION OF THE NATURE AND PURPOSE OF PROJECT: Complete repairs to the roof, walls and
foundation of the Columbia Miners Cabin in Columbia State Historic Park to help preserve the structure and
allow for continued use. Work will;

e Remove the failing shingle roof and replace in kind with rustic cedar shakes;

Repair and replace roof support beams in kind using dimensional rough sawn lumber, 2 x 4 rafters and
1 x 4 space sheeting;

Remove and replace old chinking between the stacked wall logs;

Use a dumond smartstrip and hard bristle and wire brushes to remove graffiti;

Repair the cracked and settled foundation at the NE corner to stabilize the structure; and

Construct a level and firm 40 ft long x 5 ft wide x 6 in. deep compacted aggregate ADA path with timber
edging.
